Different diseases require different modes of Up ply 
mot he Magneto-Electric Machine, Strong disposes* such 
21 ^ JtheLimtiij^mp Dropsy, Paralysis, etc., require a strong 
power. In some cam the application should be of short 
continuance ; in other a it should sometimes be protracted 
for hours, Sometimes once in two or three days is suffi¬ 
cient; hi others otiee or twice a day would bn mine 
beneficial, 

The manner of applying the machine, which is the 
most agreeable to the pad cut, and probably the most 
beneficial, is for tile operator to take one of the handles 
of the conductors into his own hands, and thus letting 
the elect.lie fluid pass through bis own body, to communi¬ 
ty la it to the patient by the instrumentality of his othei 
hand, lu this manner of applying the machine, the 
stinging, burning sensation attendant on the application 
of the conductors alone, is greatly diminished, hi oper¬ 
ating cm the eye, face, or head, this is decidedly the best 
way. In some oases, a» will lie made evident when 
treating cm the particular mode of application, the hand, 
or rather the ends of the fingers are almost indispensa¬ 
bly necessary to effect the, object in view*. This occurs, 
when* for instance, we want to reach some of the deep- 
seated ziervon and muHcUw. Some rocommeitd the Etee- 
tritxil Imth* and no doubt hut in some diseases, such m 
oh runic rheumatism and a debilitated system, groat ad- 
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vantages might be derived; in very many eases I think it 
would prove prejudicial* In most cases the patient ran 
uppW the machine to himself without any iissifitiim-e ; it 
lh preferaklo, however. that the msichiju 1 should be applied 
by another pmmi, both for the advantage to the putiimt 
by the operator's panning the electric fluid through the 
medium of his own body, as well ns for the more com¬ 
plete and proper manner in which ho can apply * r Every 
fadlitv should be afforded the operator for applying the 
machine properly and thoroughly. Care should also bo 
taken to avoid catching cold during the operation. If a 
considerable surface of the body is to be operated on* it 
would be desirable to hove n blanket thrown over the 
luirbs, or something to prevent a eld 11, . 

When a person is nut neeuiimtned to operotiug with 
the Magneto-Electro Machine, it is best to commence 
uith a very moderate power. Let him gu over the parts 
to he operated on with a moderate pover, and increase it 
bv degrees till lie ascertain how much the patient cun 
bear in the different parts to be operated on. Ill some 
parts of the body a much stiungiT power cun be borne 
than in other part's. Toward* ihe root of the tongue a 
cu insider able power can be borne, whilst, on the contrary, 
at ihe end of the tongue the same intensity would be in- 
supporta foie,*"* A strong power owt be borne when applied 
to ihe back of the neck, whereas u comparatively weak 
power applied to the mastoid muscle _on the side uf ihe 
neck, produces very sudden and violent cun traction, 
lienee, in operating, the armature nt the end of the box 
has occasion ullv to tie moved backward or forwriri as the 
power nmy he required, This is easily regulm^i by a 
little care and attention.

My Dear Sir : Having fora number of years instituted 
experiments with MitgneTo- Electricity, both on the hu¬ 
man body and oil some of the lower animal a* 1 have had 
abundant opportunities of testing a number of the vuri- 
ous machines that have been devised for therapeutic pur¬ 
poses in many forms of disomies, I have found the use 
nf them all more or less com plica ted with difficulties, 
name to it degree that rendered them of comparatively 
little value to physicians aa an adjunct instrument of the 
Curative Art, Without designing to exhibit any egotism 
or professional display, allow me to allude brie fly to the 
Physiology of Magneto-Electrkdiy as a curative agent, 
and to explain something of the impractical nature of 
the electrical miu’hims formerly employed, in contrast 
with the simple and safe, yet highly philosophical appa¬ 
ratus recently introduced % you to toe materia medics 
of our country. 

Although electricity and magnetism are physical forces 
which have been known from time immemorial, it has 
been left to the philosophers of modem times to develop, 
*n some degree, the marvellous properties of these two 
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imponderable substances, One iMustriti<m of lain 
l *» wonderful utility of the 13leet^Magnetic Telegraph: 
now so fatuiliciriv kimwa. 

Fhc Leyden batturv and electrical machine wore the 
fir*t instruments emp'luyod fur therapeutie purpo^tw in 
vitridUK diseases, aiul fur the rfcMi^Mtion of person* 
apparently dead* from drowning, or asphyxia otherwise 
produced, Their cumbrous form, however, rendered 
them impracticable to be carried by the physician from 
patient to patient* while the violent effects of their oper¬ 
ation soon drove elec tricky out of the materia tnedica 
altogether* 

The discoveries of Prof* Galvnni, of Bologna, in 1790* 
and those of Pmf. Volta* at it subsequent period, kd to 
a gradual elucidation of tlm phenomena of electricity 
anti magnetism, aud caused them again to be resorted to 
for iherapmitia purposes. 

The Italian nutumlist Materied, was the first to demon¬ 
strate the ©listen i-e of electricity in the living organism.

Dnbuis Raymond* on the contrary, has triumphantly 
proved that electricity k contained m every part of the 
nervous system, * 

The experiments by this philosopher* and also those 
by Professors Wilson, Ure* and others* nil show that the 
nerves are capable of producing all the known phenom- 
oim of electricity, even the deviation of the magnetic? 
needle by means Of a niuliiplicatur. Etcnoe their rational 
conclusion that the nervous influence of the animal econ¬ 
omy is identical with electricity. 

This electrical action is not simply an indifferent ad¬ 
junct, but an essential element or cause of the internal 
movements or Operations of the animal organism. 

Areardiug to Professor Hnssenstrin* the central or¬ 
gana of the nerves are the immediate Cense* of an eh 
action, unde*the nerves are the carriers of electricity 
throughout llie whole organism.

Prof Smee says that a hundred batteries may lie con¬ 
joined, but no more electricity is obtained; far the same 
amount of electricity will puss if nnlv quo cell is used. 

The intensity, as shown by Farnidny, is i n proportion 
to the number of plates, while the quantity is dependent 
upon the extent of the plate. This same position is 
taken by Sir Humphrey Davy. 

Dr. firay lays that quantity refers to the amount of 
electric fluid set in motion ; tension, or intensity, lo the 
energy with which the fluid is impelled. 

While authors have been thus plain in pointing oul 
the source of the destructive element in gitivauism, tte. t 
Ihtiae who have invented, manufactured, or profession¬ 
ally used electric or nmgneto-clectric machines have not 
kept such difitmetiunri (dearly in view. nonce, every 
apparatus has been found powerful to destroy or decom¬ 
pose, t Of course they could impart no healthy energy to 
the part To which they were applied. 

In The '.election of an apparatus for medical purposes, 
the object is to secure mu* that has but rm<r rkrnmt, and 
that moment capable tif being diminished ur iurrreaned at 
pleasure It should be so arranged that the part tube 
acted upon maybe kept under the continued Influence of 
the agent, for any desired length of time, in order to 
ei void the reaction and exhaustion which follow when a 
stimutant has harm powerfully applied for a whorl time 
and then suddenly withdrawn. The apparatus, mon- 
over, should be so simple in its construction as not to be 
liable to become deranged when not under the eye of a 
physician, ^ r
